Gant and Lee. 


An Kogliah officer, Colonel Chesney, has 
written some essays On our war that have 
atiracted general attention.

A Back-esax Biil. 


Hon. II. P. Bell has introduced a bill to 
provide for the refunding of certain taxes 
illegally collected from the distillers of fruit 
piior to the decision of the Attorney Gen- 
eral of October 12, 1868. holding that such 
taxes were not due. It is and long has been 
admitted that the taxes were collected without 
warrant of law, but the Secretary of the 
Treasuty has no authority under any ex- 
isting law to refund the money. Mr. 
Bell’s bill authorizes the Secretary to refund 
the three-hundred-dollar taxes thus col- 
lected upon due proof by any person of the 
payment of the tax, prior to the date men- 
tioned, for the distillation of fruit. The biil 
was read twice, referred to the Ways and 
Means Committee, and ordered to be 
printed. We hope it will become a law, 
for tardy justice is better than no justice 
at all.

This wus an action biought by the piain- 
tiffs against the defendant to recover a sum 
of money alleged to be due them as railroad 
contractors, on the following contract: 
“articles of agreement made and concluded 
this twentieth day of October, one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-nine, between the 
ungineer of the Suvaouab, Griffia and North 
Alabama Raiiroad, for the Company,on the 
one part, and Grant, Alexander & Oo, on the 
other part, wherehy it is covenanted and 
agreed as follows: 

The said Grant, Aiexander & Co., on their. 
part, covenant and agree to finish all the 
work on the Savannah, Grifla and North 
Alabama Railroad, between Griffin and New- 
nan, embracing masonry and foundations for 
Heaa’s, White Water and White Oak creeks; 
all the first-class Howe truse-bridges over 
Flint river, White Water, Line, Grifio; White 
Oak snd Turkey creeks; build all culver 
that may be required, and repair those that 
may be in bad order; lay the track; remove 
all slides ani clear out the ditches, com- 
mencing opposite tbe west side of the Macon 
and Westcip Railroad ticket office at Griffia, 
and endiog at che crossing of the Savannab, 
Griffla and North Alabama Railroad of the 
Atlanta and West Point Railroad at New- 
pan—ail to be done in accordance with spe- 
citications and iastructions ot the Chief Eu- 
gineer or hie representatives, by or before 
tne firet of June, 1870. 

And the Engiueer, for his Company, on 
bis part, does covenant and agree io pay the 
said Grant, Alexander & Co., when the work 
herein contracted for shall have been faith— 
fully executed, according to orders, at the 
following rates, pro rata of work, the same 
to be judged by the Kogineer, viz: Ninety 
per cent. to be paid in cash as the work pro- 
gresses, and ten per cent. in stock of the 
Company. The Railroad Company to fur- 
nish the necessary engide and cara for laying 
track, Cleaning out ditches, and transporting 
all necessary material for treatle-wors, 
biidgesa, etc. 

And it is agreed, that the said Grant, 
Alexander & Co., party of the second part, 
will not let or transfer this contract, or any 
part thereof, without the consent of the 
Ubief Engineer. And it is further agreed, 
that the Chief Eagineer of the Savannab, 
Griffia and North Alabama Railroad Com- 
pany, or some person or persons appointed 
by him, shall be the inspector of the said 
work, and determine when this contract has 
been complied with according to its just and 
falt interpreu ion, and the amount of the 
same, and all disputes and differences under 
it to be adjusted by him, and his decisiun 
shall be conclusive without further recourse 
or appeal; and should the work, in the opi- 
nion of the Kugincer, or his representatives, 
not progress in such manner as to insure the 
completion by the time above atipulated, the 
suid Engineer, after giving ten days notice,
